1 . This office action is in response to the apphcation filed on October 3 1 , 2001 . 

2. Claims 1-25 are allowed 

3. Claims include limitations that the prior art of record does not appear to teach or render 
obvious the claimed limitations as recited below. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Amo et al. U.S. Patent 6,082,500 teach a display apparatus which facilitates the 

simultaneous display of advertising and general news information from a remote control center 
to the building server. The display is updated such that it contains a copy of the latest broadcast 
schedule, as well as the advertisement and information programming, and automatically displays 
a days program according to the most current broadcast schedule. However, the prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination as stated in claims 1,12, and 22, 
"the customer configured the display unit parameters by creating a configuration file on the web 
page, and delivered the configuration file to a uniquely assign e-mail box which is contacted by 
• ' J the* display lUiii. controller, atideach timie4jie:yiis'piay ik^ . 
box, it leaves a log and status report which is delivered to the customer to inform the customer 
that the content is actually display at the proper time and duration" and in combination with other 
limitations as set forth in the independent claims. Claims 2-11,13-21, and 23-25 are allowed due 
to dependent claims.
